AMPLE SAYS BOARD

The article by Kelth Neville in Fri-
day’s Thbune relative to the enormons
inerease In arsessment of property tor
the purpose of tuxation orented the
biggest wuve of exeitement that has
happened In North Platte for months,
Practically everybody expected n
ridge In valuation of from fifteen (o
thirty per cent over the 1016 valuation,
bt when figures were presentod
showing an Increase ranging from
sevenly-live 1o over two hundred per
cent, people were staggered,

Yestorday The Tribune cditor asked
Commisdioners Herminghausen, Koch
and Springer what Increase was, in
thelr opinion, necessary, in order to
cover the Incroased cost of transact-
Ing the business of the county, and
they with one aecord sald an increase
of fifteen per cent throughout the
county over the 1916 valuation would
be ample: that such an Inorease would
glve them the funds needed. County
Treasurer Souder was asked what he
coneidered a folr as well as A neces-
sary Increase, and he replied not to
exceed twenty per cent, A fifteen per
cent Increase will also be ample to
creite funds needed for school dis-
tricts snd for the conduet of business
of the city of North Platte and the
villages of the county,

Now, If county officials are certain
that a fifteen per cent Incremse will
cover Lthe expense of conducting the
county affairs, will some one rfse and
explain why property values In North
Platte are belng increased from seven-
ty-five to 200 per cent and farm lands
increased fifty per cent and in some
cases more?

The state levy hans been Increased
two mills this year—from thirteen and
a (raction mills to fifteen and a frac-
tion-—and this will create with a 0if-

teen per cent increase In valuation,
all the funds needed for state pur-
poses. As Mr. Neville plainly pointed

out, the valuation assessors are plac-
ing upon Lincoln ecounty property will
force us to pay an unjust proportion
of state taxes because the assessments
made by the Lincoln county assessors
will not be lowered by the state board
of equalization.

The county commissioners cannot
lower the assessments, they can only
equalize, therefore no  reilress
can be expected of them In this par-
tieular instance when all property ja
kited aky hizgh. So far as we can ses
the only solution is to. hold publle
meetings In the ecounty and petition
County Asgsessor Allen to reduce the
hng's  of valvnation. It might be
well to hold meetines in sach of the
fonr wards of the elty and each ward
appoint a ecommittes to set in eonlune-
tion with the other wards, and to take
anch steps ns deemed bast and necas.
